IN CONSULTATION WITH TAUBENECK 


But MM Leading Grangers Continue to 


Talk Against the Movement — Candi- 
dates lot State Offices Piping Off the 
Ground—A T»*as Man Who Clings to 
the Democracy—Addresses to the 'Hus- 
bandmen—A List of What They Want— 
Another Pleader for Moio Money. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ills., Aug. 10.—There is a 


vague impression here that the People's 
party will organize at the farmers' meet- 
Ing now going ou. There are three or 
(our Alliance and F. M. B. A. men in at- 
tendance at the encampment who were 
delegates at the Cincinnati convention, 
but every one of them claims to have no 
part in the proposed organization of the 
party in Illinois aud believe such a step 
will result In more harm than good. Nev- 
ertheless, upon Taubeneck's arrival they 
at once entered Into consultation with 
him. The Industrial union and Alliance 
are the only organizations represented 
here favorable to the organization of the 
new party in the state. 


The Use of a Third Party. 


The Idea which they extend in support of 


their position Is that by means of a third 
party, or farmers' party, in the state they 
can compel the nomination of a better 
class of men on the tickets of the old par- 
ties. The Grange and Farmers' Mutual 
Benefit Association are advancing argu- 
ments against the proposed establishment 
of the party in Illinois. It is from these 
organizations that the new party must get 
its support, and it is as well settled now 
as It will ever be that they will never 
swing into line finder the principles ad 
vacated by the People's party. 


Some Prospective Candidates. 


Politics is not supposed to enter into the 


discussions which the farmers have as- 
sembled to hear, but it is hard work to 
keep the subject in the background. More 
or less gossip is floating around relative 
to the prospective fight in 1893. J. M. 
Thompson, themastef of the state Grange, 
has upon more than one occasion been 
mentioned in connection with the Demo- 
cratic nomination for governor. A good 
deal of talk is indulged in upon this line, 
and his friends are losing no opportuni- 
ties to put in a good word for him State 
Treasurer Wilson is another man who is 
frequently mentioned. 


A Texas Man Presnt. 
v 


Ex-Governor Hubbard, of Texas, is in 


the city, showing the farmers the resource* 
of his state. He was asked his opinion as 
to the new party, but declined to discuss 
the subject further than to say that he be- 
lieved the Democratic party possessed all 
the medicinal skill necessary for the ills of 
the farmers, and one of the Grangers wl o 
heard the remark shook the governor's 
hand heartily, and reiterated that the 
Democratic party was good enough for 
him.

Thompson, master of the state Grange, 
Owen Scott, member-elect to congress 
from the Fourteenth district, and Morti- 
mer Wbitehead, of New Jersey.

of welcome, and then State Grange Mas- 
ter Thompson spoke of the work of the 
Grange, the progress made by agricultur- 
ists, the power of organization, the im- 
proved methods of farming, and the fact 
that the farmers do not have the represen- 
tation in the halls or legislation which 
their numbers entitle them to. He albo 
touched on the tariff question, and showed 
that he was in favor of revenue reform. 


Reforms the Orange Wants.

Grange of Illinois, read the platform of 
the Grange and advocated the reforms 
therein demanded. Among these were a 
jure ballot system, election of president, 
rice president and Uuittd States senators 
Jy direct vote of the people, suppression 
of trusts, suppression of the liquor traffic, 
revision of the tax laws, election of a dot 
ry and food commission, uniform system 
of school books, no tree passes by rail- 
roads, lowering of transportation rates 
tor passengers and freights, taxing of 
notes and mortgages, free coinage of sil 
ver no alien ownership of land, etc.

In this case a Jew 
amed Kaplan, a small tradesman, was 


walking quietly on the street. Kamlnsfci 
was offended because Kapl.tn did not sal- 


te him, and ho seized the unfortunate 
[ebrew and kicked and cuffed him until 
e was senseless.

,ion to be held in the year 1893. The pur- 
icse of congress in enacting laws prohib- 
ting the immigration of Chinese laborers 
s well understood. 


A Determination Deferred.

ion and application of the law in this 
case congress will In the meantime be 
given an opportunity to take the ques- 
ion into consideration, and in view of the 
considerable period of time which must 
ilapse before the iuquiry submitted by 
you can have a practical bearing, the sug- 
gestion is made that a definite determina- 
tion may properly be deferred until after 
;be matter shall have been submitted to 
congress "

rtANY PEOPLE CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


Portion of the Deck of a Pleasure Boat 
Falls Upon a Number of Peoplo During 
a Storm Off Long Island—Story of a 
gur\lvor Who Narrowly Escaped Death 
—Names of Those Who Lost Theil 
Lives. 
NEW YOBK, Aug. 18 —Sixteen people 


met death in one of the most terrible 
orms at Cold Spring Grove, L. I, after 
noon. Their lives were crushed out oi 
hem. 
Twenty others, and perhaps more, 


were injured, some of them fatally. They 
were members of an excursion party, com- 
aosed of the employes of Theodore Kayser, 
a dry goods merchant of Brooklyn, and 
heir friends. They left Brooklyn in the 
morning on the steamer Sylvan Stream 
and the barge Hepubljc. During the foul 
hours' trip to the grove they danced and 
ang. They ate their lunches in the grove 
and had re-embarked And were about to 
tart on their return when a mighty squall 
of wind struck the barge, raising one por 
ion of the roof and dashing It down on 
he other, crushing to death the people 
beneath it. On the steamer and barge 


ere,about 800 men and women and a? 


many children. A panic ensued and there 
was a wild r ish for the dock. 


Agonizing Screams of the Victims. 


In a moment tho air was rent with 


screams and agonizing cries of the poor 
victims, whose lives were being crushed 
out and their limbs broken. It, was in the 
midst of a terrible storm and the waves 
ran high. All was excitement and con- 
usion. Wo.nen and children 
became 


panic-stricken, and were running about 
he boat, screaming wildly. The sky was 
dark and threatening. The sea was fear- 
'ully wild. The scene was heartrending 
n the extreme, aud the excitement caused 
>y the relatives aud friends of those on the 
>arge who wore on the steamer only added 
,o the pandemonium which prevailed 
The officers, deckhands and other men on 
,he steamor lost no time in reaching tha 
large and doing all in their power to res 
cue all whom they could from the wreck 
Willing hands from the grove and neigh- 
joring places w ere also aoon at work, aud 
n fifteen minutes the fallen deck was 
raised sufficiently to allow all those who 
were alive and uninjured to crawl out and 
,ho injured to be assisted from the bargo 
It had been hoped that none had been 
tilled, but the lifeless be dies of sixteen 
were seen to be lying near the gunwale. 
All had the lives crushed out of them by 
jeing caught between the edge of the 
lallen deck and the guard rails

George Peters of 101 Ewau street, who 


was slightly bruised about his body by

"Everybody had gone on board both

They had just pulled down 
the canvas on one sido to protect those on 
board from the rain, which was commenc- 
ing to fall, when a fearful gust of wind 
lifted the roof off and carried It, u 1th the 
pilothouse

against the side nearest the dock. 
A 


number of people were crushed between 
the edge of the roof, w hich dropped dowu 
when the supports broke, and I think most 
of those who were killed had their lives 
crushed out in that way. I assisted a 
number of \\omen and children to gel 
from under the collapsed roof. I never 
witnessed such a terrible sight in my life 
I did not know many of the killed or in 
jured.

I was under the 
roof when the wind struck it, but it she 
over me." 


Alleged llattle in Chill. 


IQUIQUE, Aug. 13.—On Aug. 3 the con 


gressional steam transport Maipo brough 
a large supply of munitions of war, in 
eluding seventy-five Krupp guns of differ- 
ent calibres and 13,000 magazine rifles.with 
a plentiful supply of ammunition.

We are Informed that protection has 


nlsed wages since 1861; and the inference 
is left that as the raise bas been op to the 
point of limit nothing farther can be 
done in that line. The argument la that 
the republican party haa done everything 
that was possible for the workingman; and 
then follows the petition that he will con- 
tinue to vote for that party's candidates In 
order that be may be kept at his present 
high estate. The workingmu Is now to 
torn about and reward with his ballot those 
who nave done him such good turns. 


The men who take this war to ask for 


ballots are apparently forgetful of the fact 
that the workingman Is anything but satis- 
fled with his present condition. We hare 
labor organizations and federations all over 
the country. The laborers support agita- 
tors whose business it la to discuss this 
question in every possible way until a bet- 
ter order of things is brought about 


We are upon an age of strikes. This 


I that the working people are willing 


to go any length to burst the bonds that now 
hold 
them 
to 
the world's 
great 


grinding stone. They are ready to meet 
the misery of half-starvation, willing to 
take chances with the Finkerton's rifle, 
ready to fight all the authorities, In the 
slim hope that out of all cf It something 
better may come to them. 


It is not our business in this place to dis- 


cuss the merits of this contest that seems 
to be growing more deadly as each year 
goes by. We only know that It certainly 
•larks a deep discontent among the work- 
ing people of the present day. There is in 
it no indication that those people hare re- 
ceived large favors from the legislation of 
,the last 30 years. 


And when you speak about protection 


having raised wages above the mark that 
prevailed at any certain time, you hare UD 
dertaken to prove too much. We may ad- 
mit that the daily wage averages higher 
now, measured in cents, than it did in 
1860. It does not follow that protection 
brought about the change. How many 
other changed conditions are there that 
bear upon this point? What effect did sla- 
very have upon the wages cf the first half 
of this centur}? 


And what has been the course of the rate 


of wages under protection? We have just 
passed through about 25 years, during al! 
of which time the conditions that touch 
upon labjr have been nearly alike. We 
have had protection during this time, and 
we 
have 
had it made higher 
and 


higher, until now it touches the prohibitive 
mark aimed at by IlcKinley. 


Hare wages increased during the same 


time? It is a fact that they bare been go- 
ing down for nearly the entire period. The 
common laborer's chances are not at all 
now what they were 20 to 25 years ago. 
And there is a general feeling that that 
man's condition will not improve in the 
time that is immediately ahead.

higher wages In exchange for a higher duty. 
And he was a congressman, and be took a 
varied part In the debate on the McKinley 
bUL He forgot his promise; and now the 
entire republican party would like to do the 
same thing. It Is gettlLg to be a difficult 
thing to tell who Is the leader of that party; 
James Blame or F. G. Niedringoaus. They 
are dividing the leadership between them. 
Blalne Is to look after the matter of fooling 
the farmer; Niedrlnghaus will give object 
lessons to his brother patriots, teaching 
them how the city wor&mgrnan may be 
made a monkey of. 


If higher protection does not mean higher 


wages, why should the man whose only 
capital are his muscle and willingness to 
work be asked to vote for the policy? What 
does the workingman get out of the deal? 
Some one says tuat the policy of protection 
gives employment to a greater numjer of 
men. Of course It does; it opens a situa- 
tion for those who have superior abilities In 
the line of organizing trusts. But these ex- 
perts belong to no labor unions; they are 
generally regarded, as inadmissible. The 
man who mingles sweat with his labor Is 
not tearing his hair to get a;ob for the trust 
genius. This fellow can take care of him- 
self. 


Then why should the workingman vote 


for higher protection? Certainly not be- 
cause Carnegie and Niedringhaus want it. 
These men charge too much for the advice 
they are so ready to give the working peo- 
ple. Carnegie takes 33 per cent of the In- 
come of tbe man he instructs; Niedringhaus 
is out after all of it, and he would like to 
have the workingman find himself. Tbe 
working people owe those men nothing for 
old friendship's sake: then wby give them 
any advantage?

stop the decline. 


And on the other band, wages in Eng- 


land have increased during the last 25 years. 
The increase has been a steady one. 
The 


condition of the working people there is 
getting better;. that of those 
here is 


getting worse. It may be admitted that the 
wages paid here are yet higher than those 
In England. But the difference between 
them is surely and steadily growing smaller. 
England's workiugmen are coming up;ours 
are going down. This is the tendency, kept 
up almost without a break for 25 years. 
Where will another 35 years of the 
tendency put the workingmen of these two 
nations? Are our people resting easy when 
they took closely at this matter? 


And there is one conclusion that you 


m ust draw from the facts presented by Eng- 
land's case: It is that free trade, or rather 
the nearest approach we bare to K, does 
not stand in the way of an improvement of ue visiting here. 
the worklngman's condition. The policy of 
protection has certainlyihad a fair trial here. 
Its warmest champions, could not ask for a 
more advantageous field. Free trade has 
had to make its showing on an inhospitable 
little island of the Atlantic ocean. 
Which 


policy has shown Itself to be the stronger? 
Which one aska for legal discrimination 
•gainst the other when It comes to trading 
Witt Sooth American countries? Which 
policy if a giant In the world's; trade, and 
which one passes the hat about for favors? 


ABd the strongest and heartiest bade Is 


what the workingman wants. The average 
nan can not become a capitalist

Trade is his existence; where the healthiest
